W h e r e a s, The Milwaukee Sentinel of 
Saturday morning, April 13th, in its 
editorial columns indulges in the abuse 
of the Wisconsin assembly, its editor 
using langusge unbecoming a gentle­ 
man and a writer for a metropolitan 
journal, thereby losing his temper and 
exposing his chagrin at the assembly re­ 
fusing to follow tis dictation on matters 
of state policy, as witnc es the defeat of the 
libel and almost all other bills advised 
by him, and we consider his unmanly 
attack on the assembly as a feeble at­ 
tempt to (bulldoze the other branch of 
this legislature into the defeat or passage 
of bills distasteful to him; therefore, 
Resolved, That the members of the Wis­ 
consin assembly of 1889, on matters of 
itate po.ioy, owe no allegiance to any ed­ 
itor or newspaper, but are guided by 
(heir oath of chloe, aud the wishes of 
their constituents as they understand 
them; and they hurl back with contempt 
iud impunity the blackguardism of the 
Sentinel editor, with the exclamation, let 
be “galled jade wince.”

There were in 1880 GTI Con­ 
gregational mimsteis, bot only 279 re­ 
sponded at all to the circular; out of 
219 Unitarian clergymen at that date 
only 74 responded, and30said “ne;” out 
of 152 Episcopalian elegymen only 48 
res* ended, and 37said ‘'no;” out of 269 
Methodist clerymen 250, and of 331 
Baptist clergymen 201, say “yes.” 


Senator Q oar, of Massachusetts, made 
an elaborate address in favor of the pro­ 
hibitory amendment in Tremont Tem­ 
ple, Boston, on Benday afternoon. Fonr 
thousand people were present. The Hon 
William Claflin presided, and the speak­ 
ers included Senator Hoar,Congressman 
Morse, of Massachusetts end Moore, of 
New Hampshire, General Morgan, of 
Rhode Island, and others.

made the most elaborate address, and 
presented the case of the prohibition­

clause. Something must be done to 
decrease the overwhelming tide of crime, 
pauperism, and insanity which comes 
from the liquor trafic, and constitu­ 
tional prohibition was the most feasible 
thing presented now.

A 
general alarm was sent out and the wild­ 
est excitement prevailed all day in Salem, 
Lynn, and adjacent, towns. Over a hun­ 
dred officers have been “beating the bush,” 
tu t no clew has been obtained. Four of 
tho band were from Lynn, and in that 
town tho populace joined the police In the 
fruitless quest. 
All five of tho escaped 
criminals are graduates of the reformatory 
at Concord, Mass.

W a s h in g to n , April 15.—The signal of­ 
ficer issues the following crop bulletin: 
Thoro-has been an excess of rainfall during 
tho week over the greater portion of tho 
Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys, in­ 
cluding the States of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Colorado, and portions of Missouri, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Dakota. 
Tho rainfall has been heavy in those sec­ 
tions, which include a large area of tho 
spring and winter-wheat regions, where 
moisture was much needed. 
Well-distrib­ 
uted rains also occurred over tho S ates 
of tho Ohio valley, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, anti 
Michigan, 
which will greatly improve the crop con­ 
dition in those sections. 
From 50 to 75 per cent of the normal 
rainfall has occurred over tho winter wheat 
and cotton regions, while the greater l o ­ 
tion of tho spring wheat section of the 
Northwest, tho seasonal rainfall exceeds 
throe-fourths of the usual amount. 
On the 
north Pacific coast, including northern Cal­ 
ifornia, the rainfall for the season does not 
exceed 40 per cent of tho average, although 
tho well-distributed showers during the last 
two weeks have been especially favorable 
to growing crops.

much improved the crop conditions in those 
sections, whero tho farm work is well ad­ 
vanced and seeding almost completed as 
far north as the northern portions of 
Minnesota and Dakota.

After it has taken a few more steps, if 
each year be a step, it will be gone into 
the eternities. 
In a short time we shall be 
in the last decade of this century, which 
fact makes tho solemnest book outsido the 
Bible 
the 
almanac, 
and 
tho 
most 
suggestive and tho 
most 
tremendous 
piece of machinery in all 
tho earth 
the clock. 
Tne last 
decade of 
this 
century upon which we shall soon enter 
will bo tho grandest, mightiest, and most 
decisive decade in all the chronologies 
I 
am glad it is not to come immediately, for 
we need by a new baptism of tho Holy 
Ghost to prepare for it. 
That last ten 
years of the nineteenth century; may we 
all live to see them! 
Does any one say that 
this division of time is arbitary? Oh, no; in 
other 
ages 
tho 
divisions 
of 
time 
may 
have 
been 
arbitrary, 
but 
our 
years 
date 
from 
Christ. 
Does any one say that the grouping of ten 
together is 
an arrangement arbitrary 
Oh' no; next to tho figure seven, ton is 
with God a favorite number. 
Abraham 
dwelt ten years In Caanan. 
Ten righteous 
men would have saved Sodom. 
In the 
ancient tabernacle were ten curtains, their 
pillars ten, and their sockets ten. 
In the 
ancient templo were ten lavers and ten can 
dlesticks and ten tables and a molten sea 
often cubits. 
And 
the 
command 
ments 
written on 
Mount Sinai were 
ten, and the kingdom of God was likened 
to ten virgins, and ten men should lay hold 
of him that was a Jew, and the reward of 
tho greatly faithful is that they shall reign 
over ten cities, and in the effort to take the 
census of the Now Jerusalem the number 
ten swings around the thousands, crying 
“ ton thousand times ten thousand.” 
So 
come to look toward the closing ten years 
of the nineteenth century with an intensity 
of interest I can hardly describe. 
I have also noticed that the favorite time 
in many of the centuries for great events 
was the closing fragment of the century. 
Is America to be discovered, it must be in 
the last decade of the fifteenth century, 
namely, 14*12. 
Was free constitutional 
government to be well established In Annr 
ica, the last years of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury must achieve it. 
Were three cities to 
be submerged by one pitch of scoriae, Her­ 
culaneum and Strabiaj and Pompei in the 
latter part of the first century must go 
under. 
The fourth century closed with 
tho most agitating ecclesiastical war of 
history—Urban VI. against Clement VIL 
Alfred the Great closes the ninth century 
and Edward Ironsides the eleventh century 
with their resounding deeds.

independence 
iu 
the 
United 
Netherlands. 
Aye, 
almost 
every 
century 
has 
its 
peroration 
of overtowering achievements 
As the 
closing years of the centuries seem a 
favorite time for great scenes of emanci­ 
pation or disaster, and as the number ten 
seems a favorite number in the scriptures, 
written by divine direction, and as we are 
soon to enter upon the last ten years of the 
nineteenth century, what does the world 
propose? W hat does the church of Christ 
propose? W hat do reformers propose? 
I 
know not; but now in the presence of this 
consecrated assembly, I propose that w*e 
make ready, get all our batteries planted 
and our'plans well laid in what remains in 
this decade, and then in the last decade of 
tho nineteenth century march up and taka 
this round world for God. 
When I say we I mean the 500,000,000 
Christians now alive. 
But as many of 
them will not have enough heart for the 
work let us copy Gideon, and as he had 
82.000 men in his army to fight the Mi­ 
d lands, but many of them were not made 
of the right stuff, and he promulgated a 
military order say mg, “ Whosoever is fear­ 
ful and afraid let him return and depart 
early from Gilead,” and22,000 were afraid 
of getting hurt and went home and only 
10.000 were left and God told them that 
•von this reduced number was too large 
a number, for they might think they had 
triumphed independent of divine help, and 
so the number must be still further re­ 
duced, and only those should be kept in 
the ranks who in passing the river should 
be so In haste for victory over their 
enemies 
that, 
though 
very thirsty, 
they would, without stopping a second, 
just scoop up the water in the palm of 
their right hand, and scoop up the water 
in the palm of their left hand, and only 
800 men did that, and those 800 men, with 
the battle-shout, “ The swordjof the Lord 
and of Gideon!” scattered the Midianites 
like loaves in an equinox, so out of the 
500.000.000 nominal Christians of to-day 
let {(Ii unbelievers and cowards go home 
and get out of the way. 
And suppose we 
have only 400,000,000 left—suppose only 
200.000.000 left—suppose only KIO,OOO,OOO 
left—yea, suppose we have only 50,000,000 
left, w iththem we will undertake the 
divine craAde, and each one just scooping 
np a palmful of the river of God’s mercy 
In one hand and a palmful of the river of 
God’s strength in the other, let us with the 
cry, “The sword of the Lord and of 
Gidoon,” the sword of the Lord and of 
John Knox, the sword of tho Lord and of 
Matthew Simpson, the sword of the Lord 
and of Bishop Mellvaine, tho sword of tho 
Lord and of Adoniram Judson, the sword 
of the Lord and of Martin Luther, go into 
the last decade of the nineteenth century. 
Is it audacious for me to propose it? Oh, 
no; a captive servant in the kitchen of 
Naaman told the commander in chief where 
he could get rid of the blotches of his 
awful leprosy, and his complexion became 
as fair as a baby’s. 
And didn’t Christ, in 
order to take the ophthalmia out of the 
eyes of the blind man, use a mixture of 
spittle and dust? And who showed Blucher 
a short cut for. his army so that, instead of 
taking the regular road by which he would 
have come up late, he came up in time to 
save Waterloo and Europe? Wa* it not an 
unknown lad, who perhaps could not write 
his own name? And so I, “ who am less

sade I have promised for the nineteenth 
century. 
The whole trouble is that we put off tho 
completion of the world’s redemption to 
such long and indefinite distances. 
The old 
proverb that “ what is everybody’s busi­ 
ness is nobody’s busness” might be changed 
a little and made truthfully to say what is 
the gospol business of all the ages is the 
gospel business of no age. 
We are so con­ 
stituted we can not get up much enthus­ 
iasm about something 500 years from now 
or 1,000 years from now. 
We are fight­ 
ing at too long range. 
That gun called 
the “swamp angel” was a nuisance. 
It 
shot six milos, but it hardly ever bit any­ 
thing. 
It did its chief destructive work 
when it burst and killed those who were 
setting it off. 
Short range is the effective 
kind of work, whether it bo for worldly or 
religious purpose. 
Some man, with his 
eyes half shut, drones out to me the Bible 
quotation, 
“ A thousand years are as 
one 
day;” 
that 
is, 
ten 
centur­ 
ie s are not too long for the Lord. 
But why do you not quote tho previous 
sentence, which says that one day is with 
the Lord as a thousand years? That is, he 
could do the work of ton centuries in 
twenty-four hours. 
The mightiest obstacle 
to Christian work is the impression that 
the world’s evangelization is away off. 
And we take the telescope and look on and 
on through centuries until we see two ob­ 
jects near each other, and we strain our 
vision and guess what they are, and we 
call great conventions to see what they are, 
and we get down our heaviest theological 
works and balance our telescope on the lid 
and look and look, and finally conclude that 
they are two beasts that we see, and the 
one has hair and the other has wool, 
and 
we guess it 
must be the 
lion 
and 
the 
lamb 
lying down together. 
In that great cradle of postponement 
and somnolence we rock the church as 
though it were an impatient child and say: 
“ Hush, my dear, don’t be impatient: 
Don’t get excited by revivals! Don’t cry! 
Your father’s coming! Don’t be uneasy! 
He will be here in two or three or ten or 
twenty thousand years!” 
And we act as 
if we thought when Macaulay’s famous 
New Zealander in the far distance is seated 
on a broken arch of London bridge sketch­ 
ing the ruins of St. Paul’s his grandchild 
might break la and jolt his pencil by ask­ 
ing him if he thought the mlllenium ever 
would appear. 
Men and women of the 
eternal God! 
Sons and daughters of tho 
Lord almighty! We may have it start in 
the decade that is soon to commence, and 
it will be done if we can persuade the 
people between now and then 
to get 
ready for the work. 
W hat makes me think it can be done? 
First, because God is ready. 
He needs no 
long persuasion to do His work, for, if He 
is'not willing that any should perish, He is 
not willing that any of the people of the 
next decade 
shall perish; and the whole 
Bible is a 
chime of bells ringing out 
“ Come, come, come,” and you need not go 
round the earth to find out how much He 
wants the world to come, but just to walk 
around one stripped and bare and leafless 
tree with two branches, not arched, but 
horizontal. 
But he is waiting, as he said 
he would, for the co-operaUou of the 
church. 
When we are ready God is ready. 
Aud He certainly has all the weaponry 
ready 
to capture 
this 
world 
for 
the 
truth, 
all 
the 
weapons 
of 
kindness or devastation. 
On the one hand 
the gospol and sunshine and power to 
orchardizo and gardenize the earth, an i 
fountains swinging in rainbow and Chats- 
worthian verdure and aromas poured out 
of the vials of heaven, while on the other 
band He has the weaponry of devastation, 
thunderbolt and conflagration, and forces 
planetary, solar, lunar, stellar, or meteoric, 
that with loose rein thrown on the neck for 
a second would leave constellations and 
galaxies so many split and shivered wheels 
on the boulevard of heaven. 
And that 
God is on our side—all on our side Blessed 
be His glorious nam e! Blessed was the 
hour when through Jesus Christ my sinful 
soul made peace with Him! 
If you continue to ask me why I think 
that the world can be saved in the final 
decade of the nineteenth century, I reply, 
because it is not a great undertaking, con­ 
sidering the number of workers that will 
go at it, if once persuaded it can be done. 
We have sifted the 500, OOO, OOO of workers 
down to 400,OOO,OOO and 800,000,000 and 
200,000,000 and 100,000,000 and to 50,- 
000,000. 
I went to cipher out how many 
souls that number could bring to God In 
ten years if each one brought a soul every 
▼ear and if ea h soul so brought should 
•ring another each succeeding year. 
I 
found out, aided by a professor of math** 
matics, that we did not need anything like 
■ach a number of workers enlisted. 
Yon 
see, it is simply a question of mathematics 
and geometrical progression. 
Then I gave 
to the learned professor this problem: How 
many persons would it require to start 
with if each one brought a soul into the 
kingdom 
each 
year 
for 
ten 
years 
and each one brought 
another 
each 
succeeding year, 
in 
order 
to 
have 
1.400.000.000 
people 
saved, 
or the 
population of 
the earth at present? 
His answer was 2,754,375 workers. 
So 
you see that when I sifted the 500,000,000 
nominal Christians of the earth down to 
50.000.000 and stopped there, I retained 
for this work 47,000,000 people too many 
There it is in glorious mathematics, quod 
erat demonstrandum. 
Do you tell me that 
God does not care for mathematics? Then 
you have never seen the Giant’s causeway 
where God shows His regard for the hex­ 
agonal in whole ranges of rocky columns 
with six sides and six angles. 
Then you 
have not noticed what regard God has for 
the square; the altar of the ancient taber­ 
nacle four square, the breastplace four 
square, the court of the temple in Ezekiel’s 
vision four square, the New Jerusalem laid 
out four square. 
Or you have not noticed 
His regard for the circle by making it 
His 
throne—“sitting on 
the circle of 
the earth,” and fashioning sun and moon 
and stars in a circle, and sending our 
planetary system around other systems in 
a circle, and the whole universe sweeping 
around the throne of God in a circle. And 
as to His regard for mathematical n.um 
hers He makes the fourth book in His Bible 
the book of Numbers, and number's the 
hosts of Israel and numbers the troops of 
Sennacherib 
and 
numbers 
Solomon’s 
hewers in the forest and numbers tho 
spearmen and numbers the footmen and 
numbers the converts at Pentecost and 
numbers the chariots of God rolling down 
the steps of heaven. 
So I have a right to 
enlist mathematics for tho demonstration 
of the easy pomibility of bringing the 
whole world to God in tho ooming decade 
by simple process of solicitation, each one 
only having to bring one a year; although 
I want to take in 40,000, and I know men 
now alive who I think, b 


that will Hiscliarge some of fheH ,"734,375^ 
from the necessity of taking any. 
Another reason why I know it can be 
done is that we may divide the work up 
among the denominations. 
God doe3 not 
ask any one denomination! to do the work, 
or any dozen denominations. 
The work 
can bo divided and is being divided up, not 
geographically, but according 
to 
the 
temperaments of the human family. 
We 
can not say to one denomination, you take 
Persia, and another, you take China, and 
another, you take India, because there are 
all styles of temperaments in all nations. 
And some denominations are especially 
adapted to work with people of sanguine 
temperamentor phlegmatic temperament 
or 
choleric 
temperament 
or 
bu­ 
llous temperament or lymphatic tempera­ 
ment. 
The Episcopal church will do its 
most effective work with those who by 
taste prefer the stately and ritualistic. 
The Methodist church wiU do its best work 
among the emotional and demonstrative. 
Tho 
Presbyterian 
church 
will 
do 
its 
best 
work 
among 
those 
who 
like 
strong 
doctrine 
and 
the 
stately service softened by the emotional. 
So each denomination wiU have certain 
kinds of people whom it will especially 
affect. 
So let the work be divided up. 
There are 750,000 Christians of the Presby­ 
terian church north, and other hundreds of 
thousands in the 
Presbyterian 
church 
south, and all foreign Presbyterians, more 
especially Scotch, English and Irish, mak­ 
ing, I guess, about 2,000,000 Presbyterians, 
the Methodist church is stUl larger, tho 
Church of England on both sides the sea 
still larger; and many other denominations 
as much if not more consecrated thau any 
I have mentioned. 
Divide up the world’s 
evangelization among these denominations 
after they are persuaded it can be done be­ 
fore tho nineteenth century is dead, and 
the last Hottentot, tho last Turk, the last 
Japanese, the last American, the last 
European, the last Asiatic, the last African 
wUl see the salvation of God before he sees 
tho opening gate of tho twentieth century. 
But thisj brings me to the adjoining 
thought; namely, we have tho money to do 
the work. 
I mean tho 50, OOO, OOO of Chris­ 
tians have it. 
Aye, the 2,754,000 Chris­ 
tians havo it; and tho dam which is be­ 
ginning to leak will soon break, and there 
will be rushing floods of hundreds, and 
millions, and billions of dollars in holy con­ 
tribution when you persuade the wealthy 
men of the kingdom of God that the speedy 
conversion of tho world is a possibility, and 
that isaiah and Ezekiel, and Daniel, and 
St. John will not stand in tho way of it, 
but help it on. 
I have no sympathy with 
this bombardment of rich men. 
We would 
each 
one 
bo 
worth 
$5,000,000 
if 
we 
could 
and 
by 
hard 
persuasion 
might 
perhaps 
bo 
induced 
to 
take 
$15,000,000. 
Almost 
every 
paper I 
take up tells of some wealthy man who 
has endowed a college or built a church or 
a hospital or a free library, and that thing 
will multiply until tho treasury of all our 
denominations and reformatory organiza­ 
tions will bo overwhelmed with munifi­ 
cence if we can persuade our men of 
wealth that the world’s evangelization is 
possible and that they may live to see it 
with their own eyes. 
I have always cher­ 
ished the idea that when the world is 
converted we would be allowed to come 
out on the battlements of heaven and see 
the bannered precession and the bonfires of 
victory. 
But I would like to see the pro­ 
cession closer by and just be permitted my­ 
self to throw on a fagot to swell tBe bonfire. 
And if you persuade our men of wealth 
that there is a possibility for them to join 
on earth in the universal glee of a re­ 
deemed planet, instead of laboriously be­ 
seeching for funds and arguing and flat­ 
tering in crder to get a contribution for 
Christian objects, our men of wealth will 
stand in line as at a postoffice window 
or a railroad ticket office, but in this casa 
waiting for their turn to make a charitable 
deposit. 
The gentiles are not long going 
to allow themselves to be eclipsed by Mr. 
Hirsch, the Jew who has just given $40,- 
000,000 for schools In France, Germany, 
and Russia. 
I rejoice that so much of the 
wealth of the world is coming into the 
possession of Christian men and women. 
And although the original church was 
very poor, and its members were fish- 
dealers on the banks of Galileo and had 
only such stock in hand as they could take 
in their own net, to-day, in 
the hands of 
Christian men and women, there is enough 
money to print Bibles and build churches 
and support missionaries undef God in ten 
years to save tho world. 
Again, I think that tho world’s evangeli­ 
sation can be achieved in the time specified 
because we have already the theological 
institutions necessary for this work. 
Wo 
do not have to build them; they are built 
and they are filled with tens of thousands 


Elishas in the gospel?, see tho mountains 
all round about aro full of horses of fire 
and chariots of tire, and they head this 
way. 
Hovered over are we by great 
clouds of witnesses and helpers. 
Clouds of 
apostles in the air, led on by Paul I 
Clouds of martyrs in the air, led on by 
Stephen! Clouds of prophets in the air 
led on by I Isaiah! Clouds of patriachs 
led on by Abraham: 
Clouds of ancient 
warrors in the air, led on by Joshua, and 
that 
Bible warrior, at whose 
prayer 
astronomy once halted over Ajokm ard 
Gibeon, seems now to lift one hand toward 
the deciding sun of this century and tho 
other hand toward the moon of the last 
decade, saying: 
“ Stand thou still till the 
church of God gets the final victory.” 
Then let us take what remains of this 
decade to get ready for the final decade of 
the nineteenth century. 
You and I may 
not live to see that decade or may not live 
to seo its close, but that shall not hinder 
me from declaring the magnificent possibil­ 
ity. 
I confess that tho mistake of my life 
has been, not that I did not work hard—for I 
could not havo worked harder and lived, 
as God knows and my family know—but 
that I have not worked under the realiza­ 
tion that the salvation of this world was a 
near-by possibility. But whether we see it, 
the beginning or tne closing of that decade, 
is of no importance, if only that decade can • 
get tho coronation, and then all decades 
shall kneel before this enthroned decade, 
and even the gray-grown countries will east 
their crowns before it and it will bo tho 
most honored decade between the time 
when the morning stars sang together as 
the libretto of worlds was opened and tho 
time when tho mighty angel robed in 
cloud and garlanded in rainbow, shall, 
with one foot on tho sea and the other foot 
on tho laud, swear by Him that livethfor­ 
ever au l ever that time shall 
bo no 
longer. 
Allolalia! 
Amen!

THE MANLY POSITION OF THE POPULAR 


PASTOR. 
The following letter and the aotion of 
trustees of the Englewood M. E. ohuroh 
will be read with muoh interest by Dr. 
Curtis’ many Janeeville friends. The 
letter is published in The Church Bel­ 
ord, Englewood, 111., April, 1889, and 
reads:— 
By order of the official board, the fol­ 
lowing extract from the pastor’s last 
quarterly report, together with subse­ 
quent action of the board is published: 
“On Thursday, February 17, I re­ 
ceived official notice that I had been 
elected to the chair of Bystematio The­ 
ology in Boston university. Rumors 
had been floating in the air for some 
time; bat nothing of serious significance 
had reached me. I was not consulted 
at all; my name, indeed, had been more 
frequently associated with other schools, 
and so the election waa a surprise to me. 
I at onoe wrote to President Warren, 
and find that if I accept. I must be pre­ 
pared to begin to teach in September. 
For several years I have been expect­ 
ing to close my life work in one of our 
Methodist schools, and I have prepared 
myself for that end. Surely I had no 
expectation, however, of receiving a eall 
so early and from my own theological 
sohool.from whnh I graduated only 
eight years ago. since the eleotion I 
have taken the entire queetion over and 
over again to God; and it seems to me 
more and more that the call is not alone 
from men, bat sfrom oar Master, also. 
Bat I do not mean to be, even in this 
matter, righteously selfish, (if there is 
such a thing possible.) I recognize that 
the question is of some importance to 
this cbnroh as well aa to me. Therefore 
I wish to make the following proposi­ 
tions: 
1. If, in the judgment of our presid­ 
ing elder and this quarterly conference, 
it is an injustice to this ohuroh for me to 
go away bo soon after my transfer, I will 
not aooept the professorship. 
2 . If I go and it shall seem beat to 
transfer a pastor from one of the eastern 
spring conferences, I will stay until be 
comes and do my beet to give him a good 
start. 
3. Or, if it is your wish, I can ataj un­ 
til tbe last of August. 
This gives you the case, essentially as 
it lies on my own mind. 
Of oourse, I 
oonld have kept back one or more of 
these propositions; but I wanted to be aa 
fair with you as you have ever been with 
me, and I wanted to feel sure of God’s 
favor in Ibm crisis of my life. 
Respectfully submitted, 
C l in A . C u r t is. 
At a regular meeting of the board, the 
three propositions submitted by the pas­ 
tor were discussed, and the following 
resolution waa adopted: 
Resolved, That, in view of all the facts 
presented, it is the sense of Ibis board 
that we should set aside our personal 
feelings and cheerfully assent to Dr. Cur­ 
tis accepting the exalted position aud 
high honor to whioh the Boston univer­ 
sity has called him. 
It WLB further decided by the board 
that be should remain as pastor until the 
middle of August.

G overn m en t T roop s R andy to P rev en t

pliance with the request of the officials of 
the Santa Fe railroad, who have reasons 
to fear that boomers in Oklahoma may 
attempt to obstruct the passage of trains 
on the 22d, two troops of the Fifth cavalry 
are in readiness to march to Fort Elliot 
to perform patrol duty and protect rail­ 
road property. 
The old-time boom, rs 
fear that they will be unable to ac­ 
quire the claims they staked out years ago 
should the railroads flood the country with 
newcomers. 
The Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad company now has 487 freight- 
cars on their side tracks in the yards at 
Arkansas City, Kan., which are being 
loaded with implements, household goods, 
and houses framed, and ready to be put 
up. 
The agent at that point said to-day: 
“ I can now move 1,000 cars of freight and 
5,000 passengers in twelve hours’”
